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Education plays an important role to develop human nature physically, mentally, morally and 
spiritually. So the aim of education is not only employment but also a process to bring 
excellence in every sphere of life. Bangladesh is a developing and densely populated Muslim 
country. The educational system of Bangladesh is dualistic in nature. Bangladesh was under 
the regime of the British colony about 200 years namely the East India Company 
(EIC). Dualism in education is the ultimate result of colonization that compelled to have 
changes of people and societies in Bangladesh. It has long run impact on education system of 
Bangladesh that leads to maintain dual education system to the date like madrasah education 
and general education. It is considered as one of the main obstacles in attaining holistic 
education. The objectives of this paper are: a) to map a clear picture of origin, development 
and nature of dualism in education in Bangladesh; b) to examine the impacts of dualistic 
education on people and society in Bangladesh; and c) to find possible solutions of its 
problem. Data for this paper will be collected from secondary sources like books, journals, 
newspapers, documentaries and all other secondary sources. This paper argues that to 
overcome the challenges caused by dualism in education and ensure holistic education in 
Bangladesh, it requires a major reform in education system that would be integrated in 
nature. 
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
